The drawings are objected to because in Fig. 2, spring 60 and shaft 62 are not 
shown as being attached to the other elements. . Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

On page 5, bracket 28 is said to be connected to roller 20 in a "non-rotatable" 
manner. This is not understood. On page 6, the securement of rod 62 to shield 34 is not 
understood. If shaft 62 and shaft 64 are both attached to the shield, it is not clear how 
the spring biases one against the other. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1,4-8,13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 

anticipated by Verelst. 

See shield 9 which has a lock mechanism 22, etc., pivot bracket 15, which is 
" angular" , and has " mounting" apertures, one for 12 and one for pivot rod 10. The 
term " coupled" is met in all occurrences in that all the elements of the awning are 
coupled together. The support " arm" reads on any element, such as 2,8,etc. 

Claims 1-3,9-1 1 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Malott. 

Malott discloses support arms 24, weather shield 20,100 which is provided over a 
portion of the roller, pivot bracket 151, disk gear 142 which is integral, ie connected to 
the end cap 100 (having projection 136), and spring 152.
